Wildlife At Leaf Laké 


(kK. £E. Baines, Tisdale) 


THE American Eagles which built a large nest in a tall poplar at -— 


the north end. of Leaf Lake have appdrently occupied it each 
year since, although it is difficult to get to during the nesting 
season. I walked by the nest in early December and noted that 
it is considerably enlarged. A year ago there were three full 


grown eagles perching on dead 


A lone swan was swimming in the 
open water of the river below the 
spillway of the dam during the first 
week in December. There were no 
ducks at all, which is. unusual, -Gen- 
erally there are quite a few. there 
at this time. Evidently the early 
freeze-up drove them all south early. 
- I mentioned ‘seeing. a Fisher at 
Leaf Lake in my last notes. One has 
been seen there..since and two have 
been caught, that I know of, Fisher 
tracks were as common. as -rabbit 
tracks during deer-hunting~ ‘season 
there last fall. . : 

A trip.made early last June was 
very interesting. Leaf Lake has been 
the summer: home of thousands of 
American Coots or Mud Hens, We al- 
ways used their eggs for food., This 
time they. were rare and’ although 
we searched for hours we were not 
able to find a single nest. Every 
other type of water fowl abounds. 
Pelicans come there to feed but do 
not appear to- nest there. :

Table Stock As 
Seed Potatoes 


About this time of year farmers 
and others advertise potatoes for 
sale for seeding... Unwittingly some 
may be breaking the law by offering 
table stock as seed. ee ‘ 

This is contrary to’ a Régulation 
under he Destructive Insect and’ 
tctwwhich reads: “The produc- 
, advertising and sale of potatoes 

d potatoes eyes as seed is prohibit= 

ell except in accordance with the pro- 
trictions set forth.” In 
effect this means that only’ certified 
seed with ‘official tags attached, can 
be legally sold as. seed. 
- Officials of the Canada Department 
of Agriculture Division of Plant Pro- 
tection point out that this regulation 
was established not only. to assure 
good seed to potato growers, but’ as 
a protection for the- certified seed 
potato industry. It tends to prevent 
the spread of sarious diseases such 
‘as bacterial ring rot to areas, where 
it is not. now known to exist.

June trip, we observed three Pelicans 
soaring about a gunshot above us. 
As we were in no hurry, and the day 
was pleasant, we drove ‘the canoe 
into some grass ‘nearby and watched. 
They wheeled thy way and that, and 
almost before‘ ‘we realized it they 
were practically beyond our vision 
right above us—all without’ a’ single 
wing-flap. My companion remarked 
that we were really doing things the 
hard way, to be paddling about in a 
canoe while these majestic birds 
could start from the same level and.

‘WINNIPEG—Fifty per cent of: : 
Alberta’s wheat has been sown and 
some of it is as much. as three in- 
ches ‘above ground, according to 
the weekly CNR &nd CNR crop 
reports issued Friday. ‘The .south- 
ern and north-central sections ‘of 
the province would benefit from 
rain. 

Seeding is about 75 per cent com- 
pleted. in several areas. Farmers’ 
around’ Jarrow are delaying seed- 
ing because of lack of rain, but this 
is not a general condition. Winds 
have dried out the top soil consid- 
erably, and although subsoil mois- 
ture is satisfactory, a need for rain 
is felt. 


In céntral Alberta wheat. seed- 
ing varies from 20 to 100 ‘per cent 
completed arid coarse grains five 
to 80 per cent. 

In Manitoba, 94 per cent of the 
wheat ‘is in the ground and in Sask. 
69 per cent. Some wheat is up six 
inches:in Manitoba and four inches |. 


in Saskatchewan. Manitoba re-.

Conservation By 
Prairie Farmers 
Is Urged | 


Forces of Nature Are 
Sources of Power But 
Can Rob Us of Crops 


REGINA.—There are millions 
of acres of land in vmestern Can- 
ada which will become Arizona 
if the exploitation of agriculture 
practised in this country is con- 
tinued. 


This opinion was expressed here by 
J. T. Kyle of the Saskatchewan agri- 
culture department's conservation and 
devélopment branch. 

Mr. Kyle said conservation in a 
riculture has come to the fore in 
Saskatchewan in the last: six .or.. sev, 
en .years probably. more strongly 
than in any: other western province. 

“We had 10 years of very tough 
times during the 1930s and some of 
the things we neglected then: have 
resulted in a great need for conser- 
vation,” he said, 

The forces of nature, wind and 
water are potentially one of the 
greatest sources of-power, If they 
get the upper. hand, however, they 
can carry away the crop- peomuens 
soil. 


‘Methods used today in controlling 


wind and water erosion are summer- 
fallowing so that the trash cover re- 
mains on top. of the soil, contour 
farming, grassing of waterways and 
strip cropping. ; 

Mr. Kyle said that in 1941 in west- 
there were 4,000,000 
acres of abandoned land which for- 
merly had produced crops. If that 
land had. been in production since 
1941 it would have produced more 
than 62,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

To deplete the top inch of soil on 
one .acre of land of all plant nutri- 
ents, 480 bushels of wheat would 
have to be produced. Taking the 
average wheat yield of about 15 
bushels an “acre in. Saskatchewan, 
that would be the production of 31 
crop - years, ‘
